that he sold the animal to Shepyo. 
Attorney George B. Jeffries is assist- 
ing District Attorney Hudson in pros- 
ecuting the case, while Attorneys A. 
E. Jones and R. P. Kennedy are for 
the defendants. All Monday afternoon 
was taken up with hearing witnesses. 


A verdict of not guilty was render-

Cherolw* nation, where the WScWiOa 
•utla-.T», Cherokee Indian*, laid »n- 
ambush and killed three deputy mar- 
shals on Sunday night, and .at last 
reports were still battling -with two 
remaining officers. The reltet^offlcera, 
because of-the 'bitterly cold weather 
and the mountainous country, may 
not Ve able to oreanlxo. their forces 
for an attack ibefore today. According 
to a report, Indiana are going to the 
•upport ot the Wickllttes. 
The am- 


oufih laid 'by-the Wiekllfles lor the six 
deputies on- Sunday night was clever- 
ly panned. The officers were led 
'into It unsuspectingly and were fired 
on without warning. The deputies 
•fought desperately, .but for a time es- 
cape for a.ny of tham seemed fanpos- 
'siDl».

- It '-B reported that full blood Chero- 
kee Indians, commonly known as 
(Night Hawks, are Joining the Wick- 
UBet. and the marshal fears that a 
despurat* ibattle may enaue before the 
outlaw* are captured. The Wlckllffes 
are juem'bers of the Night Hawk band 
of Indiana which has given the United 
Status officers much trouble ,ln the 
taking up of allotment*, and it Is said 
that many of these Night Hawlts sym- 
pathise with the Wickllflea. 


The home of the WkJkllffea Is in tho 


centor of the -Night Hawk settlement, 


. whei-e the nght occurred. 
Many of 


the' Indians nave 'been sheltering the 
outliiws during their month's of scout- 
Ing, and the deputies have ^arrested 
many Indians for giving protection to 
the Wicklltres. 


Doputy Gilstrap was appointed to 


succeed J. H. Vler, who was killed by 
the WickllHes. He leaves a widow 
and wveral children at Kansas, I. T. 
Tuttle and Terry wer» Cherokee full- 
bloods. 


Duputy Gllstrap, with Otis Tuttle, 


Dick Terry, Thomas Watford, Plezz 
Mann and Andy DIclc, posse men, Sun- 
day afternoon rode out to the home 
of Jim Wlokliffe. uncle of the Wick- 
llfh boys, Intending to make a search 
of the place, when tho outlaws con- 
cealed In the house, opened flre. At 
the first shot, Gllstnap, Tuttle and 
Terir were killed. At the naxt volley 
all the horses were killed, as well as 
two tloodnounds. 
Tha survivors of 


Gils trap's party flred Into th» house, 
fcut the flre from the outlaws was so 
shai-p that the posse-man sought shel- 
ter behind trees and stones. 


Alter dark Plezz Mann went to Tah- 


lequeh for assistance while the other 
two men remained to prevent the es- 
capi. of the WtoWltfes. Marshal Dar- 
aug^i and his companions will -have to 
travel 31 miles to reach the outlaws. 


Tae trouble with the Wlcklltfea 


datvs back to January, 1003, when the 
Cherokee land ofUca was opened at 
Vlmfca. 
The fullblocd Cherokees ob- 


ecU d to this proceeding, and they 
held war dancos all over the Chero- 
kee country and the situation became 
alai ming. On one occasion Peter 
Wolf, a fullblood Indian, was killed 
by another tullblood for no other rea- 
son that that he came to- Vlnlta. and 
«ecnred an allotment.. 'The murderer 
was seat to the penitentiary for life, 
but other outrages were committed 
by ihe Indians, including the murder 
of Deputy Marshal Vler by the- Wick-

The Destroying 
Angel lurks In the liquid drops of most 
communities' water supplies by reason 
of the drainage therein of tho waste 
products ot the mine, mill and factory 
and the filth ot other communities. 
The latter Is' tho most fruitful source 
of disease, and as the streams dwindle 
year by year their foulness become 
more and more threatening. Not only 
the health but also the lives of the 
citizens are constantly menaced by 
such conditions in every city and town 
of Pennsylvania save a few that are 
.unusually highly favored by environ- 
ment 


The Legislature would have done 


well to have taken at least initial steps 
toward remedying this crying evil. 
It is a task that cannot be accomplish1 
ed without the expenditure of a groat 
deal of time and money, and the sooner 
It Is taken in hand the hotter. 


Possibly the action of the New York 


authorities may lead tho way. It Is to 
be hoped so. Botter water is becoming 
a diro necessity in many of our most 
populous communities.
